10. (Original) The system in claim 1, wherein the task monitors a network parameter 
associated with the network and notifr^s the network management server when the network 
parameter reaches a threshold level. 



(Original) A computer-implemented method of distributing management of 
network resources on a network to network devices exchanging information over the network, 
comprising: 

receiving a request on a network device ^ execute a task that performs a set of operations 
related to managing the network; 

receiving an application over the network wherein the application includes operations for 
performing the task; 

processing operations on the network device th^ requests network parameters from a 
remote network device; 

transmitting the request for the network parameter tyer the network to the remote 
network; and 

receiving the requested network parameter over the network from the remote network 

device.

network, receive an application over the network wherein the application has instructions for 
performing the task, processNoperations on the network device that requests network parameters 
from a remote network device, Vansmit the request for the network parameter over the network 
to the remote network, and receiv^ the requested network parameter over the network from the 
remote network device. 



23. (Original) The apparatu^tof claim 22 wherein the memory contains additional 
instructions for execution on the processomhat continue processing operations on the network 
device using the network parameter; and provide results from the processing of the task in 
response to the request to execute the task. 

24. (Original) The apparatus of claim 22 wherein the memory contains additional 
instructions for execution on the processor and providing results that further notify the network 
management server when the network parameter reaches a threshold level. 



25. (Original) The apparatus of claim 22 whereip the processor executes instructions 
compatible with a network management protocol. 



26. (Original) The apparatus of claim 25 wherein thanetwork management protocol 
includes the simple network management protocol (SNMP). \ 
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2 A (Original) The apparatus of claim 22, wherein the processor executes instructions 
compatibleV/ith an object-oriented programming language. 



28. ^Original) The apparatus of claim 22, wherein the processor executes instructions 
compatible with bVe-codes executable on a virtual machine.

30. (Original) TheSapparatus of claim 22, wherein the processor executes instructions 
compatible with the Java object-oriented programming language. 

3 1 . (Original) An apparatus for distributing network management of a network to 
network devices exchanging information over the network comprising: 

means for receiving a request on ^network device to execute a task that performs a set of 
operations related to managing the network^ 

means for receiving an application ov^ the network wherein the application includes 
operations for performing the task; 

means for processing operations on the network device that requests network parameters 
from a remote network device; 

means for transmitting the request for the network parameter over the network to the 
remote network; and 

means for receiving the requested network parameter from the remote network device 
over the network. 



32. (Original) A computer program product, for distributing network management of 
a network to network devices exchanging information over the network, the product comprising 
program code instructions to cause a processor to: 

receive a request on a network device to execute a task that reforms a set of operations 
related to managing the network; 
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Receive 5m application over the network wherein the application includes operations for 
performing the task; 

process operations on the network device that requests network parameters from a remote 
network device; 

transmit the reqi^est for the network parameter over the network to the remote network; 

and 

receive from the renJ^te network device the requested network parameter over the 
network.
